“oT ve incl losed return of the population 
wil, perhaps, lead you to believe, that the 
making of so many establishments be- 
came necsssary, with a view to the main- 
tenance wih these people by agriculture 
and inedusiry. Some of the towns are 
ful! as exteusive 48 can be managed by 
ery reason to Suppose, that, as there were 
sou many Men of War employed on this 

coast, the nun.ber of captured negroes 
would he nearly doubled in one or two 
years, the siti lations which we now occu- 
py are of creat importance. 

i had preposed sending the whole of 
the persons who might be landed, from 
time to time, to the different new towns, 
so as to equalize the population of each : 
and, in order to prevent the new landed 
people from suilering any inconvenience, 
it was necessary, that some buildings 

should be held ready for their reception $ 

and mixing of men, trained to the army 
for several years, with the quiet and of- 
derly towns of R. gent, Gloucester, &c. 
appeared as dangerous essays; whereas 
by those soldiers being for a year or two 
under proper superintendants, at a con- 
siderable Sieleucs from Freetown, I had 
vood grounds to hope that they would 
soon acquire settled habits.” 


From January 1, 1819. to July 6, 1820, 
there were, in the colony, 455 marriages, 
| births, and 1261 baptisms of adults 
ah infants: and, at the latter date. there 


were 2097 shibleen and adults under ed- 
ucation. ‘The Gaze:te of March 6, 1819, 


having aniounced 919 marriages, the to- 
tal number celebrated in the colony a- 
mounts to 1S74 

The testimony of Sir George Collier, 
in th ie second of the reports before mene 
ti on ed, to the great improvement of the 
colony. ts highly honorable to those by 
whom it has been effected, and will great- 
ly encourage all the friends of Africa. 


“jiaving concluded my report, (Sir 
George writes) on the settlements in the 
direction of the African Company, and 
under seperintendence of their officers, it 
remains with me now to offer some ae" 
marks on the establishment of Sierra Le- 
one: and | do this with the greater satis- 
faction, because improvement is here so 
evident; and there appears so much de- 
sire, on the part of those entrusted with 
the execution of the orders of his Majes- 
ty’s Government. to do their utmost to 
make the colony answer what | humbly 
apprehead to be the object in its estab- 
lishment. 

it ishard!y possible to concetve the dif- 
ficulties whieh have been surmounted, in 
bringing the colony of Sierra Leone, to 
its present impreved, and still very impro- 
ving state. 

‘The climate of Sierra Leone, always 
bad, was the more felt hy the original set- 
tlers. from their arrival in the worst 
season; the subsequent attack by the 
French. seemed to assure total destruc- 
tion to the colony. Protection from the 
mother country, and perseverance, added 


| to great good imtention and exertion on 
| the pert of those in civil and military 
pow er in Sierra Leone, have, considering 
how freqnentiy all human efforts are de- 


| cated by the climate, so destructive of 
European life. brought the colony of Si- 
erra Leone to a state of improvement 
scarcely to have been expected ; and tie 


arrangements are now so good, that pro- 
| gressive improvement may confidently be 


luoked for 

The situations of the Black Towns are 
well chosen : and the manner in which the 
buildings are laid out, certainly gives 
credit to those who planned them; the 

wants of the black population having been 
considered as much, as if seems to me, 
they could have been. In Regent’s town, 
come miles in the interior, these objects 
have been particularly considered. In 
this town there is a very respectably built 
Church. {t may not be improper here to 
remark. that this Church was wholly built 
hy the boysand redeemed negroes, super- 
intended by only one European ; which, I 
think, proves great docility. quickness, 
ant a readiness at the attainment of use- 
ful arts in the ner ro population; for the 
Church is of size to admit more than one 
thousand persons. 

Roads are cut in every direction, use- 
ful for communication; many towns an 
villages are bnilt: and others, as the 
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black population increases, are building ; 
more improvement, under all circu mstan- 
ces of climate, and infancy of colony, is 
scarcely to be supposed. L visited all the 
Wiack towns and villages, attended the 
public schools and other establishments ;
